No. 2—A World Market 

In urging the view that one of Canada’s needs at the present time Is a 
world-wide market for the products of its farms, forests, fisheries and mines, 
bul chiefly its farms, perhaps it would be nearer the mark to say that Canada 
needs national action by its Federal Government to direct the products of 
this country to those foreign markets where there is a demand at a profilable 
price for*the very things this Dominion requires to sell 
abundance. 

Of all the great producing countries of the world it is possibly not incor 
rect to say that, speaking nationally, Canada is the most backward of all in 
promoting trade in other countries. In the years before the war, Germany, 
under the direct guidance of iis national government, was pushing its warés 
into every nook and corner of the world. ireat Britain has for long years 
been wide awake and active in extending its trade all over the world, and 
Government agents have been a big factor in developing British trade and the 
sale of British-made goods in countries both civilized and uncivilized. The 
United States, too, handicapped though it was because of a lack of merchant 
shipping has not neglected its opportunities and U.S. consular representatives 
are active agents in promoting United States trade. 

But Canada has done little or nothing. The efforts put forth have been 
puny and puerile, penny-wise and pound foolish, lacking in vision and totally 
devoid of real initiative and aggressiveness, 

In Canada, both Government and people have, for the most part, been 
quite content to allow the export trade of the country to be handled and con- 
trolled by other countries, with the natural and inevilable result that it has 
always taken second place to the interests of those countries through which 
{t is controlled. The Government has not had wide awake and trained rep 
resentatives in foreign countries to size up the situation there, inform our 
Government of conditions of which Canada could take advantage, and no 
national machinery whereby such opportunities as themselves 
could be quickly seized. 

For example, it has recently been stated by a writer who quoted facts 
and figures in support of the statements made, that_during the past year 
when livestock were a drug on the Western Canadian market and where a 
price could not be realized to cover the costs of production there was an ac- 
tive demand at high prices for cattle in Mexico, where, because of the many 
years of revolution and political upheavel, the livestock of the country was 
reduced to a minimum. In Mexico, this writer declared, was a ready market 
at high prices for the very animals which Canada had in abundance and was 
unable to sell. 

in Mexico; sing; high prices, qimost excessive prices, were being pate for 
wheat and flour, while the bést price obtainable by our Western Canadian 
farmers for their wheat was less than the cost of growing, harvesting and 
marketing the wheat through the old methods and channels. 

Why has Canada not built up a department of the national government 
which would, through its foreign representatives, be made immediately aware 
of such conditions, and which could at once set national machinery in mo- 
tion to take full advantage of the opportunities thus presented? Instead, 
we have remained idle, trusting to Old World conditions to right themse)}ves 
6&0 that our wheat could flow with a profit te Liverpoo) and Europe, or dribble 
into the United States, and, with our live cattle shut out of Britain, we have 
dispoaed of our cattle at a loss or made meagre sales on the Chicago market. 

Canada is a-full-fledged member of the League of Nations; our states- 
men and politicians, public men and newspapers speak of Canada as a nation. 
we may as a people be beginning to think nationally, but we have yet to be- 
gin the important work of acting nationally. Yet there is no country today 
in a better position to undertake a national commercial undertaking, and no 
country stands quite so badly in need of it. 

Canada possesses a great system of national railways—the largest mileage 
under one management of any railway in the world—and it also possesses 
the greatest private-owned railway in the world, and the most efficient. 
Canada likewise owns and operates a national merchant marine with steam- 
ers plying on all oceans. The national railways and national merchant mar- 
fine are both operating at a loss, with annual deficits of between fifty and one 
hundred million dollars. What they need is. more business. The whole 
country is suffering for lack of markets wherein to sell {ts surplus products 
at a price which will yield a profit over production costs. Yet with all this 
national-equipment ready to our hands, the Federal Government has not seiz- 
ed the opportunity of organizing a real department devoted to the develop- 
mnt of foreign markets for Canadian produce, 

It is time Canada had a national trade organization with aggressive, ex- 
pert representatives in all foreign lands offering even a remoté chance ot 
being a profitable field for Canadian trade.

Reading such statements of the de- 
yelopment of Western Canada as the 
growth of cultivation in the four west- 
ern provinces from 11 million acres 
in 1910 to 30% million acres in 1920 
and an increase in the value of field 
etop production of from 4 millions in 
1880 to 636 millions in 1920, the im- 
pression might be created that the 
limit of agricultural development had 
been reached and the pinnacle of 
wealth production attained.

tivation and rendered productive. 

For peoples of other lands, especial- 
ly the European accustomed to the! 
narrow confines imposed by their na- 
tional boundaries, it is difficult to form 
even an approximate idea of the vast- 
ness of Canada and of that country 
known as the “West.” Canada, near- 
ly a third again as large in area as 
the United States with its hundred 
million people, shelters a bare nine | 
million on her broad expanse. The 
never ceasing streani of immigration 
which pours into Canada empties its 
rich content to be spread over the 
broad land, and peoples are immedi- 
ately lest and absorbed without any 
appreciable effect. Notwithstanding 
the phenomenal development the west 
has witnessed in the past twenty-five 
years, there are still giant stretches of 
undeveloped, fertile agricultural land 
containing thousands of potential 
homesteads of the highest productiv- 
ity merely awaiting the fruition of} 
settlement. 

The province of British Columbia, 
over which waft the gentle breezes 
from the Pacific Ocean, and which 
contains such a diversified natural 
wealth, contains an area of 395,000 
square miles or more than four times | 
as large as the island of Great Bri- 
atin. Of this huge area there are 
30,000,000 acres which have been es- 
timated to be cultivatable whilst only 
250,016 acres in 1918 were producing. 
With a name now world famous for 
fruit production, and a successful fol- 
lowing in every other line of agricul- 
ture, the province’s present agricul- 
al revenue, amounting annually to 
many millions can by extending cul- 
tivation be augmented 160 times be- 
fore any limit is reached. 

Alberta once the province of the 
giant ranches and now an area of 
countless mixed farms, has an area 
of 162,765,200 acres, being nearly 
three times the size of Great Britain. 
According to Dominion Government 
estimates there are some 105 million 
acres of good agricultural land in the 
province whereas only a little over +) 
million atres were producing crops 
last year. When it is considered that 
field and root and fodder .crops in 
1920 accounted for a revenue of about 
250 million some small conception of 
its possibilities of agricultural wealth 
may be formed as well as the exten- 
sive openings still remaining for set 
tlement. 

Saskatchewan, which has produced 
more wheat growing champions then | 
any other region of the American con- 
tinent, has an area of 251,700 square 
miles, falling but slightly under Al- 
berta in the matter of size. Some 
155 million acres have been declared 
suitable for cultivation and potential- 
ly capable of producing the same high 
quality cereal which has earried off 
the world’s premier honors 80 y 
times in the past ten years. Yet last 
year all crops accounted for a culll- 
yation of less than 30 million acres, 
which indicates that notwithstanding 
the favor the province has found with 
wheat growers and the heavy influx 
of new farmers it has experiencet 
there will be room for many more 
for years yet to come. 

Though the tide of immigration 
ever flowing westward seems to be 
lost in the immensity of the Canadian 
West there is striking indication of 
the effect of its current in the steady 
drive of settlement northward. 
Though there are thousands of vir- 
gin acres still awaiting settlement, the 
record rate at -which they are being 
fenced and broken and ‘the annual 
rise of land prices point to a time not 
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far distant when land may no longer 
be acquired for the proverbial song 
and the great “Granary of the Em- 
pire” be nearer its capacity in the pro- 
duction of agricultural wealth. 


Over Four Million 
Needed For Loans 


Rural Credits Societies of Manitoba 
Require Large Sum : 

Four and a half million dollars will 
be required to finance the 1922 opera- 
tions of the Rural Credits Societies of 
Manitoba, according to officials of the 
Provincial Government. Loans for 
1921 amounted to $2,800,000. Already 
$400,000 new loans have been made 
for 1922 farm work and to assist far- 
mers in buying. seed. 


Lumber Being Cut 
On Nahanai River 


Large Quantities of Fine Spruce Are 
Practically Untouched 

A million feet of lumber is being 
cut on the Nahanni River, which will 
later be delivered to the government 
sawmill at Fort Simpson, arriving 
there by raft in the spring. The tim- 
ber will be utilized for the construc- 
tion of various buildings in the north 
for government purposes. in this 
area there are large quantities of very 
fime spruce of large diameter which 
up to the present have been practi- 
cally untouched. 


Canadian Fur Farms 
Total Value of Animais in 1920 Over 
Four Millions 

There are no less than 587 fur 
farms in Canada, according to ihe 
Bureau of Statistics. Silver, patch, 
red, blue and white foxes are bred, 
algo mink, raccoon, skunk, fisher, lynx, 
marten and Karakul sheep. There 
were 13,5095 silver foxes on the farms 
in'1920, three blue foxes and only one 
white fox. The total value of fur- 
bearing animals sold from these fur 
farms last year was $763,221. The 
number of live foxes exported during 
the fiscal year March 21, 1921, was 
1,070, value $277,182.

Feeding For Egg Production 


To Obtain the Best Results a Supply 

of Anima! Food is a Necessity 

It can be definitely laid down that 
the egg yield of the average flock of 
fowl would be increased materially py 
feeding a larger supply of animai 
food. So says a circular styled 
“Beef Scrap versus Skim-Milk for 
Egg Production,” just issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
the auther of which is the Superinten- 
dent of the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Cap Rouge Que. The 
three main supplies of animal food re- 
quired by laying hens are fresh green 
cut bones, beef scrap and skim-milk, 
and of these the last mentioned has 
proven the best stimulant te egg pro- 
duction. The milk may be fed sweet 
or sour, but always the same, as any 
(alteration is Mable to lead to bowel 
|trouble. It should also never be al- 
| lowed to freeze. If milk is not avail- 
able in sufficient quantity, then either 
beef scrap or fresh cut green bones 
can be fed to supply the deficiency. 
Buitermilk is beneficial. The main 
point is that, in order that hens may 
do their best, they must be given ani- 
mal protein to a liberal extent. These 
are the conclusions reached afier an 
experiment in fowl feeding conducted 
at Cap Rouge for five years.

Publishers Meet 


Important Matters Discussed at Con- 
ference in Regina : 

Regina.—Publishers of daily news- 
papers in the threa prairie provinces 
were in conference here discussing 
various matters affecting the publish- 
ing business. . 

The question of the additional 
heavy burden thrown on newspaper 
publishers by the 600 per cent. in- 
crease in the postage rate on second 
class mail matter came -in fer con- 
siderable discussion, and it was 
shown that in the case of some of 
the larger newspapers the increased 
postal rate meant an additional ex- 
pense of $2 per mail subscriber per 
annum. 

The question of wage scales obtain- 
ing in the prairie provinces was like- 
wise discussed at considerable length. 
Compared with Vancouver and East- 
ern Canada, ii was shown that the 
wage scale at present operative in the 
prairie provinces are very much high- 
er, 80 much so as to place the printing 
and publishing business of the three 
prairie provinces under a very severe 
handicap.

Want Reduction In Tariff 


Resolution. Will Be Introduced In 
Saskatchewan Legislature to this 
Effect 

Regina.—The Saskatchewan Legis- 
lature has resumed sessions after the 
Christmas vacation. Hon. 8. J. Latta 
gave notice of a resolution to be 
brought forward asking the Federal 
Government for a general reduction in 
the customs tariff; resumption of reci- 


Dublin.—Eamonn De Valera inform- 
ed the correspondents that he beliey- 
ed his party would ignore the meet- 
ing of the parliament. in response 
to an inquiry regarding his plans, he 
said he intended to continue the fight 
for independence; he supposed elec 
tions would be held within six or nine 
months. 

Such elections added Mr. De Val- 
era, take the signing of the treaty in 
London as an example, would be held 
under the British threat. of renewal 
of warfare, and therefore he would 
not accept the verdict as the uncoere- 
ed will of the people. 

“There is a big line of cleavage,” 
said Mr. De Valera, “between those 
standing for dependence and those 
for independence. Never would he 
under any conditions take the oath 
of allegiance contained in the treaty. 
Alluding to the Irish republican 
bonds, he declared they would be re- 
deemed by whatever government was 
eventually established, and added 
that a meeting of the leaders of the 
Sinn Fein party would be held to con- 
sider the general position. 

An important development was 
the issuance of a manifesto by the 
Irish Labor party stating that labor 
would participate in the elections to 
secure representation in the new free 
state government. 

The method adopted in summoning 
those who are to ratify the treaty is 
held -to indicate that. the British de- 
sire to avoid friction in the transfer- 
enve of the authority of Ireland.  In- 
stead of acting directly, the British 
Government acted through the Dail 
cabinet, leaving the Dail to initiate 
execution of the treaty. ; 

The Associated Press-is officially 
informed that the heads of the Dub- 
lin Castle would do their utmost to 
facilitate and expedite the provisional 
government’s taking over ful] author- 
ity. Arrangements have already 
been made for the speedy evacuation 
of the auxiliaries and; as soon as tho 
treaty is ratified by the southern 
parliament, evacuation of the army 
will begin. - Any of the existing Irish 
officials whom the free state dis- 
misses must be compensated from 
Irish funds, excepting the atxiliaries 
and Black and Tans, who will be 
compensated by the British Govern- 
ment,

is authoritatively stated that the eoun- 
cil of allied ambassadors has consent- 
ed to the Zeppelin Company bufiding 
in Germany an airship for the United 
States Government.

A French airplane with a 950 h.p.
